A CIVIC OBJECT LESSON. 

It is to be hoped the &t.. Louis charter makers 
are watching every step in the free bridge comedy 
—a comedy with a sinister undertone, by the way 
—and that they are learning from {ft the utter folly 
of political management of public engineering un- 
dertakings. . 

It is very plainly to be seen in the St. Louis 
bridge muddle as it stands today that one branch 
of the Municipal Assembly favors one eastern ap- 
proach to the free bridge, while the other branch 
favors another approach. The two branches dead- 
lock, and decide to adjourn for the summer vaca- 
tion. Neither branch attempts to demonstrate to 
the people any sound engineering reasons why it 
favors the approach it does favor. There is an 
evident disposition to suppress the real reasons 
which animate the two preferences, and to nego- 
tiate in secrecy. : 

Now it is certain one of the two east side ap- 
proaches is to be preferred for engineering rea- 
sons; that is to say, for its superior accessibility 
to the largest number of possible users, its lower 
cost, etc.—sound, practical reasons, based solely 
upon the desire and the right of the people to get 
the best result for their money. 

It is e~ually certain these valid reasons have less 
weight with the political partisans on either side 
in the Municipal Assembly than the secret, pri- 
vate-profit reasons whictrerray one house against 
the other in a deadlock. 

It is certain, finally, that these valid reasons can 
best be weighed and determined by engineers and 
not by politicians. Grant, if you please, that ev- 
ery politician in the Municipal Assembly is ani- 
mated solely by honorable motives, the fact re- 
mains that these men are not qualified by techni- 
cal training to determine the issues at stake. 

Yet these men under our system have been 
elected to determine just such issues. It is our 
system and not our public servants that is at 
fault. So long as American cities pursue the an- 
cient village policy of trying to elect by popular 
vote men to pass upon tecirical problems for 
which they have no training we shall be balked 
and burdened by such amazing exhibitions of im- 
potency as this one which now ‘withholds f 
St. Louis. the use of the bridge -which this people 
has undertaken to construct. 

So long as we had no large cities, but lived for 
the most part in villages and small towns, whose 
functions included little if anything beyond col- 
lecting taxes and maintaining public schools, po- 
lice and rudimentary fire protection service it was 
feasible to elect the shoemaker frum his bench, 
the lawyer from his office and the merchant from 
his store, and to entrust them with management 
of those simple duties. 

Now that we dwell, nearly ff not quite 50 per 
cent of us, in large cities, maintaining complex 
services whose right management requires techni- 
cal training, it is the height of absurdity to try to 
elect laymen wanting such trafning, and empower 
them to, pass upon the technical details of these 
services. 

‘Old World cities surpass our cities in. efficiency 
because with just ordinary common sense they 
recognize this fact to which we are still blind. If 
recognition of this fact can be written into the 
new St. Louis city charter, the free bridge will fi- 
nally be worth all it will have cost in wasted time, 
money and service, and in humiliation, as°a civic 
object lesson. \ 
The one gleam of common sense in the exist- 
ing situation ts Councilman Rower’s resolution 
to appoint a commisson of: five distinguished, 
disinterested engineers, empowered to study 
the question of approaches and report in favor 
of that one which will best serve the interests 
of the city. Mr. Rower named five men of the 
highest professional standing; men in whose 
honor and expert counsel the voters of St. 
Louts would have tmplicit confidence. It is 
not essential that the commission include all 
or any of the men named by Mr. Rower, pro- 
vided it shall be made up of engineers of equal 
standing.

Ambassador Wilson’s advocacy of Huerta’s Govern- 
- ment impresses Senators; but has no effect upon 
the President---Editorial opinion still strongly

‘O other topic has occupied newspapers so much during the past week 

as the Mexican situation. Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson, on 

) his arrival in New York, talked quite freely, advocating recogni- 
tion of Huerta and admitting that he had sent a dispatch to Consuls in 
Mexico foreshadowing official recognition of the de facto government. He submitted a 
lengthy written statement to the President and after long conferences with Secretary of 
State Bryan was called before the Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs. Notwithstand- 
ing the committee met in secret session what transpired became public, with the com- 
ment that Senators were favorably impressed by the Ambassador’s advocacy of recog- 


nition. 


A “Orisis’’ Exploded . 


Hew York World: If there had been any negli- 
sence, indecision or weakness on the part of the 
administration in its treatment of the Mexican 
question, there might be some excuse for the 
resolution introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives providing for a congressional inquiry. As 
it is, the move must be regarded as only one more 
jingo enterprise calculated to complicate matters 
end embarass those who have the problem in hand.

In the lan- 
guage of one who spoke for the President after 
the conference: “We are no nearer intervention 
in Mexico than we were several months ago.” 
And. there is to be no recognition of Huerta. 


Good-By, Mr. H. L. Wilson. t 
Leuisville Courier Journal: On the whole the 
administration has handled the Mexican situation 
exceedingly well. From the beginning it has pro- 
ceeded with intelligence and judgment. One is 
moved to doubt the wisdom, or else the sincerity, 
of Ambassador Henry Lane Wilson. His criticism 
of the administration for sending its own emis- 
saries to Mexico may be partyism, or it may be 
vanity. But it 1s clap-trap. The President had 
a perfect right—indeed, it was his duty—to em- 
ploy independent channels to get information. 
The Secretary of State had a perfect right to in- 


special commissioner he chose to appoint. We 
would do Mr. Wilson no injustice. He has served 
in foreign affairs, which should have no home 
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During the last 15 years we have learned much as 
to the perils of intervention. Without passing 
judgment on anyone, or questioning the wisdom 
of what was done, we nevertheless think it well 
to remind the people that we are even yet fight- 
ing in the Philippines.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—An extraordinary merger of 
titles will accompany the marriage of the young 
Duchess of Fife to her cousin, Prince Arthur of 
Connaught. 

The bride-elect is hereditary Duchess, in itself 
very unusual, as titles in England descend to the 
eldest male heir of the family, and women are 
barred except in a few specially-privileged cases. 
The bridegroom-elect will some day be the Duke 
of Connaught and it is by that title, of course, 
that ¢he Duchess of Fife will be known after her 
marriage. The Fife title will be in abeyance un- 
til the birth of a daughter or a second son, the 
first son, of course, taking the Connaught title. 

There is a feeling that the royal /éamily, in 
arranging this match, has contributed another 
chapter to’ its physical and mental decline, be- 
cause of the close degree of relationship. Mem- 
bers of the family are gradually becoming weak- 
lings because of the failure to inject new blood 
into their veins. The Duchess of Fife is a daugh- 
ter of King George’s sister. Prince Arthur of 
Connaught is a son of King George’s uncle. The 
couple, therefore, are related to each other as 
uncle and niece, a degree removed. There is no 
other royal couple in Europe so closely allied by 
birth. 

The young Duchess, who is 22, is scarcely 
known to the nation. Her mother has reared her 
very puritanically and, on her few appearances, 
she has presented a very: dowdy aspect because 
of her utter lack of style and the hand-me-down 
cut of her clothes. Her mother believes it is 
incumbent upon members of the royal family to 
get an example of ecqnomy and thrift for the 
nation and she practices what she preaches with 
great intensity.

New Charter Offers 
Suggestions for Us

providing in each grant that the city 
may terminate it, or take over the 
property without paying for franchise 
Value. 

The term of office of Mayor and Coun- 
cilmen is two years, all terminating at 
the same time, so that it is possible at 
the end of any two-year period, for the 
people to make a clean sweep if they 
choose to. No British or German city 
would take any such chance of having 
fts affairs altogether in untrained 
hands; over there only one-third of 
the Councilmen are elected each year, 
thus insuring at all times that "there 
shall be in office a majority of Council- 
men acquainted with the city’s business 
and pledged to continuance of its con- 
structive policies. This is, in my judg- 
ment, the weakest point in an otherwise 
excellent city. charter. The ‘two-year 
term does not give a city executive time 
to get fairly started upon constructive 
efforts before he is called upon to fight 
for his official life in order to finish 
what he has begun. There is always a 
lively chance he will be beaten, and a 
new man enter office, hostile to the de- 
parting Mayor’s policies, eager to aban- 
don them and feature something new, 
with a consequent frittering away of 
time, money and energy—characteristic 
above everything else of city govern- 
ment in the United States. 

The first section of the charter, de- 
claring the city’s title, boundaries, pur- 
poses and powers, is a model. It makes 
Cleveland free to create or acquire, own 
and operate, for the community’s ac- 
count, any and all public utilities now 
privately owned, or which may be need- 
ed to serve the general welfare. As if 
in anticipation of a day when the city 
will own and operate all its utilities, 
it is provided that the Council shall 
regulate fare on street railways, but the 
Board of Control, consisting of the 
Mayor and his directors of departments, 
shall fix the rates to be charged for 
water, light, heat and other commodities 
tc be served to citizens by the city. 

The Cleveland charter is a model in 
at least one respect, namely, its de- 
hghtfully clear, simple, direct English 
style. It contains no legal or other 
verbal involutions usually found in city 
charters—conspicuously so in the pres- 
ent St. Louls city charter. Any citizen, 
able to read, can understand every word 
of it, nor need he be_puzzled about its 
exact meaning in any line or paragraph 
Possibly the fact that Mr. Mayo Fesiler, 
a former secretary of the St. Louis 
City League, was secretary of the Cleve- 
land Charter Commission. accounts for 
this quality of the charter. All told, 
it comprises just 60 pages of large type 
—in contrast with the 133 pages of the 


St. Louis city charter.

With Sufficient Rain This Month 
Good Yield of Cereals 


Is Promised. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 2.—Corn lost 16 
points in yield since last month, ac- 
cording to the monthly State crop re- 
port today by T. C. Wilson, secretary. 

- Wheat has a total gain of 15,000,000 
bushels over last year, the report says. 

The condition of corn throughout the 
State is 70.8. One month ago &. One 
year ago 84.6. Taking the State as a 
whole, the hope of a 
gone, but with sufficient rainfall from 
now on, Missouri may yet harvest a 
good crop of corn. 

*TNRe Missouri wheat crop surpassed all 
early expectations with an _ estimate 
showing 63 per cent of the crop threshed. 
Indications are for an average State 
yield of 17.2 bushels per acre or 1.1 
bushels in excess of the preliminary estl- 
mate. Quality is the best. At this time 
reports of correspondents indicate a tota. 
wheat yield of about 37,000,000 bushels. 
This is more than 15,000,000 bushels bet- 
ter than the 1912 crop.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 2.—The Kansas 
man’s habit of making Sunday a day 
of rest is about to cost him his big 
Sunday dinner, for mother is hearing 
from all sides that she, too, should rest 
as much as possible on that day. She 
is told that. the custom and physical 
requirement that make it profitable for 


man to rest also should apply to her 
and to the stomachs of the entire fam- 
ily. 

This doctrine is being spread by do- 
mestic science teachers, who urge that 
the big Sunday dinners be banished 
along with the hard biscuit and under- 
done meat. 

The campaign was started a year ago 
at the University of Kansas, and has 
gained the support of every high school 
and college with domestic science 
couses. The campaign is based on two 
propositions: 

Why not give the housewife a little 
rest? 

Why not rest the inner man also? 

A fine, hot chicken dinner with all 
the “trimmin’s’ is something to con- 
jure with on Sunday. The man of the 
home has crawled out of bed late, 
loafed around all morning reading the 
papers, talking with neighbors and rest- 
‘{ng. Maybe he went to church, But 
ali that time when he was in church 
or loafing about the house someone 
was getting that meal ready. 


It is Mother’s Busy Day. 

Mother had started planning the meal 
about Friday and had seen to all the 
purchases, so there could be no disap- 
pointments. While the family was eat- 
ing breakfast mother started the dinner 
by getting the foods prepared for cook- 
ing and she worked as fast as she could 
up to about seven minutes of church 
time and then she hustled into her best 
dress and away to church. 

When she gets back from church she 
hurries into the hot, stuffy kitchen and 
works for an hour or two getting the 
meal actually ready to eat. On Sunday 
mother works as hard, or harder, than 
on any other day of the week, except 
wash day. 

After eating that fine meal, an hour 
or two after the regular nooday meal 
time, Mr. Man goes over to the couch 
or into the hammock and takes a nap 
of about an hour, or maybe reads the 
Sunday papers or the magazines. Along 
about the middle of the afternoon moth- 
er and the girls come in from washing 
the dishes and pots and pans necessary 
in the preparation of the big Sunday 
dinner. 

But the girls who attend the domestic 
science schools are being taught how to 
dodge this uneven scheme. The ris 
who are going to get married can begin 
on flances at once and educate them 
away from the Sunday dinner habit, 
and those who are staying at home can 
ease up on the big dinner little at a 
time.

SHIP WAITRESS LOAFS;: 
IS CHARGED WITH MUTINY 


Former Stenographer Declines 
to Do Work of Two in Din- 


ing Room and Is Held. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 2.—‘‘I didn’t know I 
was committing mutiny on the high seas 
when I refused to do another girl's 
work in addition to my own,” said Lilian 
Clarkson, when arraigned today before 
United States Commissioner Foote, 
charged with a violation of the Federal 
laws. 

Several weeks ago Miss Clarkson grew 
tired of being a stenographer in Chicago 
and obtained a position as a waitress 
on the steamer’ North America, which 
plies between this port and Lake Su- 
perior points. Capt. A. E. Johnston 
testified that on July 24 he*was informed 
that Miss Clarkson refused to do her 
work. When he found her she was read- 
ing a novel. He advised her that if she 
refused to obey a command of the ship's 
master she would be punished for vio- 
lating the Federal marine laws. When 
she heard this she went to work, but 
later quit again. Margaret Leon, the 
head waitress, testified that one of the 
girls was sick and that the work in the 
dining room was heavier than usual on 
the day specified. 

“The Captain is responsible for the 
safety of his passengers on a steamship 
and the law says his command must be 
obeyed,”’ said Commissioner Foote, who 
held the girl to the Federal grand jury 
in bonds of $200.

The first 
aid corps which had been sum:nuoned 
from the nearby collieries was on hand 
to take care of the injured, but ecnly 
three were found to be cared for wnd 
one of them died in less than half an 
hour after being taken out. 

After a futile search of about eight 
hours for the bodies of two of the res- 
cuers, Fessler and Farley, the mine of- 
ficials were inclined to believe that the 
two of the unidentified bodies might be 
these men. Some officials are hopeful 
that they might have escaped by mak- 
ing their way through an old working. 

Took Dynamite in Mine. 

When the contractor’s force went into 
the tunnel this morning they took with 
them 175 pounds of dynamite. 

Hillary Zimmerman was the only man 
in the mine who escaped with practically 
no injury. He was standing near the 
slope when the first explosion occurred 
and was hurled 10 feet, but was not 
injured. 

It is believed that when the muckers 
were cleaning up the debris their shov- 
els struck a piece of dynamite and set 
eff the 175 pounds which the men had 
taken in with them.

Author Sees Number of Statutes

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 2.—Prison life, 
as Julian Hawthorne sees it in the 


future, when confinement its for re- 


formation and not for punishment, is 
described in the August number of 


Good Words, the prison publication, 
by the author, now on the eve of re- 
lease through parole. His dream of 
the days that are to come is set forth 
in the form of an allegory, which 
tells of the meeting of four men in & 
prison. He opens with this descrip- 
tion: 

“Four men sat around a table at 
one of the western windows of the 
great dining hall. One of them was 
a recent arrival at the prison. . rhe 
last course of dinner had been served 
and the 400 friends were enjoying 
their coffee. A few were smoking 
cigarettes, for this was Sunday, and 
tobacco was allowed to all who cared 
for it on that day. 

“The band was playing Beethoven's 
“Moonlight Sonta.” The music vi- 
brated softly and remotely on the air. 
The hall. had marked architectural 
beauty and the colors and decora- 
tions were quiet, but effective. The 
tables were arranged with aisles be- 
tween, at the intersection of which, 
stood immense orange trees and 
standard roses alternately.” 

The’ workings of the jails of the 
future and the reform of crime are 
thus described to the new arrival in 
prison. 

“When we found we were failing 
about a million men a year and that 
the faster lawyers made laws, tke 
greater was the number of law break- 
ers, some of the same ones got to- 
gether to talk it over. ' They fixed it 
so that there should be no more law- 
yers admitted to the bar for 50 years 
and those already practicing should 
be charged 75 per cent of their tn- 
comes in taxes.

WILSON’S POLICY 


President Wants U. S. to Be 
* @*@ 
Friendly Oserver, Not Partici- 
pant in Mexico Trouble. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.— While 
President Wilson has not yet an- 
nounced the policy which he thinks 
the American Government ought to 
pursue toward Mexico, there is every 
reason to believe he ts evolving @ 
plan of non-interference In the In- 


ternal affairs of the southern republic. . 


Two developments today emphasized 
the trend of affairs toward an attl- 
tude of friendly non-interference. It 
became known that the President in 
conferences with members of the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
had discouraged the idea of making 
preparations for a volunteer army. 
Likewise, Secretary Bryan's request 
for an appropriation of $100,000 with 
which to transport destitute Amer- 
icans from Mexico in emergencies de- 
veloped a feeling in official circles 
that the American Government would 
endeavor in any crisis to remove 
Americans expeditiously from the 
trouble zones. This procedure, it ig 
felt, would minimize the chances for 
international difficulty, as any de- 
struction of property would be cared 
for through indemnification, and there 
is every indication incidentally that 
the Wilson administration will pur- 
sue a vigorous policy toward recov- 
ering damages to foreign property 
in Mexico. 

U. 8S. Weuld Be Observer. 

With Americans out of Mexico, or 
at any rate those parts where chaos 
may develop, the United States Gov- 
ernment would feel less responsibility 
for the progress of events there and 
would assume the role of an ob- 
server rather than a participant, the 
latter position being one, which, de- 
spite strong efforts from many quar- 
ters, it is fairly well determined 
President Wilsen will not counten- 
ance. He never has allowed the 
thought of armed intervention to 
enter his consideration of a solution 
for the Mexican problem, but, on the 
other hand, his efforts in working out 
a policy for the American Govern- 
ment in this situation and those ike 
it in the future are directed toward 
a peaceful program.

Didn’t 


Police Lobby Injured Its Bill. 


The bill advocated by the police 
lobby was defeated because it con- 
flicted with the specific provision of 
the home rule law, empowering the 
Municipal Assembly to fix police sal- 
arles, and for the reason urged by 
Senator Charles M. Carter of Clark 
County, that the police lobby’s tactics 
did not entitle the bill to serious con- 
sideration. 

To Joseph S, Tall of Kahoklg, Clark 
County, the police lobby paid a fee of 
$170. Just what services Tall per- 
formed to earn this money never 
has been revealed by the police. At 
no time during the Icgislative sea- 
sion did Tall openly appear for the 
police salary bill nor was he present 
committee meetings 
called to consider it. 

That Tall was secretly active, how- 
ever, on behalf of the police measure 
was a matter of common knowledge 
shortly after the opening of the legis- 
lative session. 

On January 23, Representative Rob- 
ert L. Walton of Howard County, 
one of the Democratic leaders in the 
House, told me that Tall had plead- 
ed with him to vote for the police 
bill. In the interview telegraphed to 
the Post-Dispatch and printed in this 
paper the following day, Jan. 24, Rep- 
resentative Walton said: 

“Tall came to me and told me there 
was just one favor he had to ask. 
He said he was interested in the legis.

Following are Circuit Judge 
John G. Slate’s instructions to 
the Cole County Grand Jury with 
reference to lobby investigation: 

T has been called to my at- 
tention that a paid lobby was 

maintained at the Legisla- 
ture which convened in _ this 
county during the past year, for 
the purpose of promoting or de- 
feating legislation. 

The Legislature in 1907 enact- 
ed a law providing that legisla- 
tive agents, Known as lobbyists, 
should register their name in a 
docket book, in certain instances 
specified, kept for the purpose in 
the office of the Secretary of 
State and providing for the filing 
of verified statements by those 
employing such agents, within 
two months after the adjourn- 
ment of tho legislature, show- 
ing the nature of the legisla- 
tion in which they are concerned, 
their interest in it, the amounts 
paid or agreed to be paid to such 


agents, and fixing the punish- 
ment for failing to register or 
file such statements. 


That such agents so maintain- 
ed and paid to promote or defeat 
the enactment of laws and to 
pester the representatives and 
Senators, were present at and 
during the recent session of the 
Legislature, has been and is now

HE paid lobbyist and the one

a Cole County grand jury under- 
took the investigation of legis- 
lative scandals. The Legisla- 
ture then, as now, had adjourned 
and the witnesses, Ilving over the 
State, had returned to. their 
homes.

Expensive Entertainment for Legis- 
lators., 

The liberality of the Special Police 
Legislative Committee did not stop with 
the fees paid to lawyers. The expense 
accounts of the Police Department em- 
picyes, who composed the backbone of 
the police lobby at Jefferson City, show 
that the expenses of each in Jefferson 
City amount to $30 a day or more. 

There was the expense account of the 
‘44 members of th olice Reception 
Committee in St. Louls,”’ appointed to 
entertain members of te Legislature, to- 
taling $321.60. The committee’s report 
submitted to the Police Board on April 
19, or one month after the Assembly ad- 
journed, says that this money was spent 
“for cigars, lunches and general ex- 
penses of Entertainment Committee.” 

Sergt. William V. Jeans, who signed 
the report, and Detective Sergeant 
James R. Campbell had charge of the 
police lobby forces at Jefferson City. Co- 
operating with them were Sergt. Tom 
Dalton and Policemen A. J. Matlock, 
James Henderson, J. L. Barton, J. M. 
Bretz and Thomas Roach. Campbell 
spent 19 days in Jefferson City, at # 
eost to the police of $425.54, or an average 
of $22.40 a day. In 10 dave Sergt. Jeans 
expended $250.52, or an average of $235 
a day. But some of the $3-a-day patrol- 
men beat this record for liberality. 

Patrolman John Roach disposed of 
$57.69 on a two days’ furlough, and Pa- 
trolman J. L. Barton $77 in the same 
time, or $38 a day.

Was Killing Birds, He Said. 

Efcer was put on the stand and denied 
ali knowledge of the shooting. He ex- 
plained the presence of a small rifle 
in his house, of the same caliber with 
which Donaldson was shot, and of the 
rocks in his coat pocket. He had been 
killing birds with the rifle, he said, and 
it was a custom of his, he explained, to 
carry rocks in his pocket to throw at 
birds and small animals. 

Efcer told his story in a straightfor- 
ward manner and was not perturbed at 
the prosecutor’s questions. 

At first it was suspected that some 
one of the several suitors of the young 
woman, prompted by jealousy, had fired 
the shot which killed Donaldson, but fn- 
vestigation showed that none of the sus- 
pected youths was near the park at the 
time of the shooting.

Efcer was arrested today after blood- 
hounds brought by the Sheriff from 
Chillicothe had twice followed a trail to 
his home.

On Feb. 5 Police Sergeants Campbell 
and Jeans went to Jefferson City to 
plead with the Legislature for the pas- 
sage of the police salary increase bills, 
They submitted to an interview which 
the Post-Dispatch printed in its issue 
of that date.

Here on Our Recreation Time. 

‘‘We have come here on our recrea- 
tion time,’’ said Sergt. Jeans. “It 
is probable we will not stay more 
than two or three days.

“Are you opposing the proposed 


amendment to the home rule bills, 
transferring from the State Legisla- 
ture to the Municipal Assembly the 
power to fix police salaries?’ Sergt. 
Jeans was asked. 

“No, we are not mixing up in home 
rule legislation at all. If the amend- 
ment in question is adopted we will 
simply have to trust the Municipal 
Assembly to raise our salaries. 

“Personally, I would rather matters 
stand as they are. The present sys- 
tem of fixing salaries seems to have 
given general’ satisfaction in St. 
Louis. The only thing we are con- 
cerned in is the increase and it mat- 
ters nothing whether it is voted by 
the Municipal Assgmbly or the Legis- 
lature.”’ 

About ten days later the Democratic 
caucus voted unanimously to incorpor- 
ate in the home rule bill a clause giv- 
ing the Municipal Assembly of St. Louis 
authority to fix police salaries. This 
action was equivalent to the passage o 
the law because of the overwhelming 
Democratic majority, 101, in the Légis- 
lature. 

The Home Rule Bill Tangle. 

Seret. Jeans and Campbell scoffed at 
the legislative action and set out at 
once to undermine the work of the Dem- 
ocratic caucus. In spite of the Demo- 
cratic caucus decision, they manage‘, 
through the St. Louis delegation in the 
lower House, headed by Representative 
Lloyd of St. Louis, to get their salary 
increase bill through the lower branch 
of the Assembly. When the bill reached 
the Senate, Senators Kinney and Cassi- 
dy, who were co-operating with the po- 
licg lobby, In company with Sergt. Jeans 
axd Campbell, went to the office of At- 

rney-General Barker to have written 
an amendment to the measure the adop- 
tion of which would utterly destroy the 
salary-fixing provision of the home rule 
bill.

sistant Attorney-General Thomas 5. 
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lliggs, whe was appointed a few days 
ago by Attorney-General Barker to 
aid the Cole County grand jury in its 
lobby investigation.

Major, at 
the request of Prosecuting Attorney 
Lay of Cole County, requested this 
assistance from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s official. 

The police lobby made desperate ef- 
forts to obtain the passage of the salary 
increase bill by the Senate. In this fight 
they enlisted the aid of Senator Cain of

Jeans and 
Campbell, Senators Cassidy, Warner, 
Brogan and Kinney of St. Louis. 


Through a ruling of Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Painter, who by virtue of his of- 
fice is president of the Senate, the po- 
lice lobby’s bill was prevented from com- 
ing up for consideration in the closing 
days of the session. As late as mid- 
night, Friday, March 21, Senator Cain, 
acting with Sergts. Jeans and Campbell, 
tried to get recognition of the chair fur 
the purpose of haying tlhe Senate vote 
on the Higgs amendment.

Protectorate Idea. 


CONDITIONS OUTLINED 


Canal Concession and Naval 
Base O K; Stone, Hitchcock, 
Burton Alone Favored Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Secretary 
Bryan’s plan for an American pro- 
tectorate over Nicaragua providing 
American supervision of Nicaragua’s 
finances, independence and foreign 
relations, has been shelved for the 
time being. Apparently with the 
knowledge of the administration the 
Senate loreign Relations Committee 
before which the project has rested 
for two weeks, passed a resolution 
today asking the Secretary of State 
to submit a new Nicaraguan treaty, 
omitting the protectorate policy. 

The compact at the request of the 
Senate Committee is to be limited 
strictly td the original negotiations 
with Nicaragua, by which the United 
States was to pay $3,000,000 for an 
exclusive canal right across the coun- 
try, a naval base site on the Bay of 
Fonseca and a lease to .the Corn 
Islands in the Caribbean Sea. 

The situation had been laid before 
the President it is understood, and 
it is expected that the administra- 
tion will submit next week a new 
draft of the treaty that will comply 
with the Senate's suggestion. Mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations Com- 
nittee asserted today that the future 
nolicy of the Government as to the 
establishment of Central American 
protectorates had not been deter- 
ertined. 

Rejected by Vote of 8 to 4. 

The Bryan-Wilson treaty was reject- 
1d by a vote of 8 to 4.

Stone Fights for Treaty. 

These four Senators voted against the 
vesolution: Stone, Hitchcock, Burton 
and Smith of Michigan. Smith favored 
the return of the treaty, not only with 
the protectorate proposition stricken 
out, but without a promise to accept thc 
other features. He is opposed to the 
canal concession and the purchase of 
naval and military bases. He charac- 
terizes “‘dollar diplomacy’’ and “drum- 
stick diplomacy” as being almost equal- 
ly objectionable. 

As the vote stood, only three Senators 
really favored the protectorate idea— 
stone, Hitchcock and Burton, two Dem- 
scrats and one Republican.

Changed. 


NEW POLICIES PLANNED 


Syndicate, Including A. A. Busch, 


Charles Lemp, Goltra and 
Othets, Now Dominates. 


Control of the Commonwealth Trust 
Co., it became known yesterday, has 
passed from financial interests affil- 
iated with President Albert N. Edwards 
to a syndicate headed by R. B. Dula, 
president of the Liggett & Myers Tobac- 
co Co., Samuel W. Fordyce, capitalist; 
E. F. Goltra, president of the Missouri 
Iron Foundry Co., August A. Busch, 
president of the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association and Charles A. Lemp, 
vice-president of the Lemp Brewing Co. 
Former Circuit Judge Daniel G. Tay- 
lor Is to be made president of the com- 
pany eventually, following the _ reor- 
ganization of the Board of Directors, 
according to the statement of a director 
to’a Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
The Post-Dispatch’s informant, who 
has been identified with the Common- 
wealth Co. as a director for 10 years, 
and who !{s among its eight largest 
stockholders, says a change in manage- 
ment has been anticipated since last 
March, but nothing definite came of 
steps to this end because of the appar- 
ent reluctance of Edwards to relinquish 
the presidency of the institution. It 
appears that as president of the com- 
pany, Edwards has a $15,000-a-year con- 
tract, which does not expire until Feb. 
1, 1914. 

It is planned to retain more than half 
of the present directors with Presidcnt 
Edwards serving until next January, un- 
less he should retire before that time. 

At a recent conference of the con- 
trolling interests it was suggested that 
the Commonwealth directors be asked 
to create the office of ‘‘chairman of the 
board,”” with the understanding that 
the position should be tendered to Judge 
Taylor. Judge Taylor, it is stated, was 
unwilling to accept the chairmanship 
and the matter was dropped. 

Taylor to Return in Fall. 

Judge Taylor is now in Europe and 
is not expected to return until late in 
the fall. 

President Edwards, when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, refused _ to 
discuss the report of his contemplated 
resignation. 

“"T never discuss the affairs of the 
company,” he said. As to the reputed | 
change in ownership of the company’s 
$2,000,000 capital stock, President 
Edwards was equally reticent. | 

The present directors of the Com- 
monwealth Trust Co. are: George O. 
Carpenter, Thomas W. Crouch, Sam-

Acces- 
sibility is another feature claimed by the 
manufacturers as it is only necessary 
to loosen four bolts to adjust the dif- 
ferential gear. | 

Beauty has been greatly increased by 
changing the old straight back body tw 
the newer and more graceful bell shape. 
This gives the car a more pleasing ap- 
pearance, besides increasing the com- 
fort of the rear seat. They still retain 
the cowl dash with gasoline tank. 

Enlargment of the factory was found 
to be necessary to meet the demands for 
the new cars and a building 160x40 has 
been added to the engine machine shop 
giving 6400 feet more floor space. With 
this enlargement the factory is practic- 
ally guaranteeing prompt deliveries al- 
though last year they were behind or- 
ders every week.

Fruit growers find many advant- 
ages in the motor truck Over horse- 
and-wagon transportation. They can 
haul their fruit farther, and in less 
time than formerly required and have 
it arrive at its destination in much 
fresher condition than was hereto- 
fore possible. In the case of peaches 
and berries, of which the Michigan 
growers produce thousands of bushels 
annually, the commercial vehicle has 
worked a great economy. Both these 
products are delicate, losing fresh- 
ness rapidly while being transported. 

With a truck in his service the 
grower need not haul his produce in 
the hot sun, being enabled to make 
the trip to the railroad at night. His 
neighbors, with horses and wagons, 
must leave in the afternoon to make 
the same distance. As a result, their 
produce has become heated by the 
time it reaches the refrigerator cars 
in which it is hauled to the various 
cities where it is sold and has lost 
much of its freshness. In the case of 
the truck owners, the fruit is trans- 
ported at night and is in excellent 
condition when loaded on the cars. 
It brings a better price on the market 
for this reason. The Garford Com- 
pany has sold several of its vehi- 
cles to Michigan growers.

SALES UNUSUALLY HEAVY 


Shipments of Packard vehicles dur- 
ing the last three months make the 
largest total for a fiscal quarter ever 
reached by a concern manufacturing 
high-grade motor vehicles. 

In the period mentioned, motor 
carriages and trucks representing a 
value of $8,120,000, were delivered to 
purchasers. The shipments in May 
were the largest for any one month 
since the Packard Co, started in busi- 
ness. April of this year was the 
highest month up to that time. 

The Packard also reports a heavy 
volume of truck sales during the 
month of June. Sales of the heavy- 
duty vehicles showed in increase of 
$270,000 over the same month of last 
year. 


ENGLAND IGNORES FAIR 
BECAUSE OF CANAL TOLLS 


Cost of Exhibit Also a Factor, 
but It Could Have Been Over- 


come by Diplomacy. 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—The exact position 
of the British Government toward the 
Panama Exposition can be briefly stat- 
ed on the best authority. 

Had there been no dispute about canal 
tolls, the British Board of Trade would 
still have hesitated about participating 
in the exhibition on purely commercial] 
grounds, but a little diplomatic pres- 
sure would have removed that hesita- 
tion and the necessary money would 
have been provided by the Government. 
There is as yet, no evidence that pub- 
lic opinion disapproves the action of the 
Government, though further questions 
are to be asked in the House of Com- 
mons on the subject, which, if it af- 
fords ministers a chance for making 
party capital, miay become a serious in- 
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ternational question. | 


EXCEED $40,000,000 
While the jemand for automobiles 
in the United States is constantly in- 


creasing, croakers continue to say 


that the time of over-supply is close 
at hand. To disprove this come the 
facts from the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce to show that 
our foreign business is growiny with 
immense strides. 

Automobiles and automobile parts 
to the value of $40,000,000 were 
shipped from the United States in 
the last fiscal year, as against $1,- 
100,000 worth in 1903, a decade ago, 
according to figures by the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 

Canada was the largest buy«r, hav- 
ing taken 7200 cars, valuej at $9,- 
200,000, Englana bought almo€® 409, 
valued at $3.000,000; then cane Brit- 
ish Oceania, South America, Lritish 
South Africa, Germany, British East 
Indies, France and Russia in the or- 
der named. Less than $2,009,009 worth 
of automobiles were imported at an 
average price of $2300.

HOW TO APPLY A_ TIRE 


L. Greenwald, manager service de- 
partment of the Firestone ‘tire and 
Rubber Co., says: ‘Before applying 
tires remove rust and all other foreign 
matter. If the tire has been ridden 
deflated at any time, mud may have 
accumulated on the rim and unless this 
is removed the tire cannot adjust itself 
properly. Soapstone dusted on the rim 
will act as a lubricant and make it 
much easier for the tire beads to slip 
into their correct position, thereby re- 
ducing the danger of pinching the inner 
tube to a minimum. 

“Before placing the inner tube Inside 
of case inflate just enough to round it 
out. Do not use a tube of the wrong 
size and be sure that the spreader of 
the valve is adapted for the particular 
type of case, whether regular clincher, 
quick detachable clincher or Q. D. cable 
base. Dust tube and inside of case with 
talc, which will reduce the friction and 
prevent adhesion of the tube to case 
after heated in service. If too much 
tale is used, however, and any water 
should work its way on the inside of 
the tire, there danger of grit and 
attending tnjury to the tube. -Powdered 
graphite is not quite so nice to handle 
as talc, but is a much more durable 
lubricant.

“Some people have the idea that 
excessive heat causes expansion of 
the air within an automobile tire, 


says J. A. Moruney, manager of the 
St. Louis branch of the Goodyear

inflated, being afraid of blowouts 
from .excessive pressure and result- 
ing injuries.

DUCK FARMING 


Exclusively Used on All Large Eastern Duck 
Farms--Are Marketable at Ten Weeks— 
Absence of Diseases and Rapid Growth 
Makes Them Profitable. 


Duck raising has been developed within , 
the last ® years into a flourishing in- 
dustry, prior to that time the duck was 
not considered a very profitable fowl 
to raise; its flesh was never prized very 
highly by the masses. The method of 
raising ducks without constraint in wa- 
terways, allowing them to feed on fish 
and water insects, gave the flesh a 
Strong, fishy flavor, hence it was not 
particularly sought after, save by the 
few who were partial to that class of 
diet. The duck centers of Long Island 
and New England were then producing a 
iimited number of ducks each season, 
and it was with difficulty that these 
were sold with any profit, in fact, one 
of the most prominent duck raisers may 
be quoted as saying that he was obliged 
to visit the city markets personally and 
tease the dealérs to purchase his birds 
in order to-secure anything like satis- 
factory prices. . 

The advent of artificial incubation and 
brooding combined with new methods of 
feeding, have been instrumental in the 
development of the industry to the ex- 
tent to which it is operated today. Ma- 
chinery has enabled the duck raiser to 
accomplish many things among which is 
having his stock on the markets when 
prices are the best, and the raising o1 
a large number of birds in a limited 
space of time. The season for raising 
ducks is about six months—from Fehru- 
ary to July inclusive, and the methods 
used on the. large duck farms today 
have made the business very profitable. 
Duck raising is recommended as a very 
profitable source of revenue, and by 
careful attention to the work as knowl- 
edge increases, the scope of the industry 
may be extended. There are numbers 
of farms in this country today that are 
devoted exclusively to raising ducks 
that average from 5000 to 3,000 ducks as 
an annual output. An idea of the pro- 
portions of the business may be had 
from the fact that as high as three tons 
of feed are used daily by~a single raiser 
during the busy season. 

Lake Not Necessary. 

The profits are the very best and good 
incomes can be made when once the 
business is thoroughly mastered, but 
those who contemplate embarking in the 
business should not jump imprudently 
at the conciusion that big results can 
easily be obtained. Duck raising is an 
arduous task, and requires an appren- 
ticeship and absolute knowledge of the 
business before success can be reached. 
Those who have been successful in rais- 
ing ducks have learned the business the 
Same as One does at any other vocation. 
The beginner should start in a small 
way and increase his plant as his knowl- 
edge warrants and his income permits. 
The average farmer has all the facili- 
ties for raising a large number of ducks 
and can, with a very little extra ex- 
pense, add considerable to his income. 
It is not at all necessary that ducks 
should have access to water to be raised 
successfully, for they grow and thrive 
as readily without. There are a great 
many successful plants where thousands 
of ducks are raised that have no other 
water than that which they drink. It 
has been a matter of dispute which is 
the better way. Some raisers use water 
and allow their breeders the freedom of 
it; some allow their growing stock in- 
tended for market free access to water 
until they are eight weeks old, when 
they are penned and fattened for mar- 
ket. On the other hand, there are rais- 
ers who have no water on their farms, 
excepting wells, who are just as success- 
ful._ and raise as many birds as those 
who have the water. The only notice- 
able difference between “upland” and 
‘“‘water’ ducks is that the latter are of 
prettier and cleaner plumage than the 
former. 


In starting a duck plant a location 
should be secured on a line of railroad 
in direct communication with the city 
markets and not.too far from a station. 
Worn out land that can be had cheap 
will do as well as the richer and more 
fertile land costing several times as 
much. Sandy soil is to be preferred. 

Houses Are Inexpensive. 


The buildings should be arranged to 
secure good drainage and should be con- 


venient to each other, so that labor can 


be reduced to a minimum, this is im- 
portant, and is often overlooked by 
many and the cost of it often reduces 
the earnings of the plant. Houses for 
ducks are simple affairs. They are built 
plain and comfortable, and need no fur- 
nishings whatever. A duck is different- 
ly constituted than a hen, and must be 
cared for under different conditions 
The hen needs warmer houses and drier 
surroundings than the duck does. A 
duck does not mind the cold if she can 
keep her feet warm.; Cold feet will af- 
fect a duck as a frozen comb does a 
hen, retarding laying and inducing ail. 
ments. The feathers of a duck are al- 
most tmpenetrable and will withstanc 
almost any degree of cold. Again ; 
duck will not stand the confinement in 
a house that a hen can; she is more rest- 
less in disposition and is given to exer. 
cise in a greater degree than is a hen. 
Indigestion is not so prevelant with 
Cucks as with chickens; the duck’s 
ceaseless motion aids the digestive or- 
gans and keeps her generally in good 
health. Duck houses can be built at a 
emall expense. A plain shed construct- 
ed with rough boards with a tight roof, 
a dirt floor raised about six inches high- 
er than the outside, that it may not be 
damp, covered with straw or leaves, 
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egainst dampness on the inside. 

There must be no dampness in the 
house, as the birds will not do so well, 
while they are given to water on the 
cutside, they must have comfortabl: 
quarters in which to “warm up” or “dry 
cut.” Houses may be constructed of any 
dimensions desired, according to the siz 
of the flock to be kept. A house 12x14 
feet will accommodate a flock of a dozen 
nicely. 

Ducks prefer to lay their eggs on the 
floor; therefore no nests are necessary 
An‘ enclosure should be given to breed- 
ing ducks, as they do better confined 
than when at liberty. 

The white Pekin is the best all-purpose 
duck, as none stand higher in popular 
esteem. They are very timid and are 
the most easily raised of all. They were 
imported from China in the early ’70s, 
and have steadily grown in popularity 
since their introduction into this coun- 
try. 

They grow very large, some reaching 
as high as 20 pounds to the pair. They 
are excellent table fowls and grow to 
a: market size in eight weeks. They are 
the leghorns of the duck family, being 
nonsitters and excellent layers, and are 
recommended as the most profitable of 
the duck family. 


Feeding and Water. 

The food of the duck is both vegetable 
and animal in nature. The duck has no 
crop, therefore the food must be soft 
and mushy. The duckling grows twics 
as rapidly and is a much heavier eater 
than a chick. It costs from $1.75 to 
2.50 each to keep breeding ducks a year. 

When ducks. are raised for breeding 
they are fed differently from those in- 
tended for market. They are not forced 
so much as the latter and less fatten- 
ing food is given them. The following 
ration is recommended for laying ducks: 
Fifty per cent corn meal, 15 per cent 
wheat bran, 15 per cent green foods 
(cooked vegetables such as potatoes, 
turnips, etc.), 12 per cent beef scraps 
and 8 per cent coarse sand or grit. Mix 
with water to a dry or crumbly state 
and feed twice a day, morning and 
night. After the breeding season is 
over and the ducks have stopped lay- 
ing they are changed to an equal parts 
(ration consisting of one part corn meal, 
one part wheat bran, one part No. 2) 
grade flour, 12% per cent of this bulk 
beef scraps, 10 per cent coarse sand and 
1244 per cent green food, mixed as above 
for breeding ducks. 


and should be kept before them at all 
times. It is of great value to them, and 
where all they will eat is supplied, dis- 
ease is practically unknown. 
bathing is not at all necessary, but a 
liberal supply for drinking is absolutely 
necessary to their growth. The food of 
the duck is such as requires drink when 
eating, as it is comparatively dry and 
cannot be eaten as hurriedly as grain 
can. A duck when feeding will eat a 
small quantity and go to the water 
trough for drink, repeating this per- 
formance several times during the mea’. 
A Pekin duck at 10 weeks will weigh 
close to four pounds, as large as a full- 
grown duck of some of the other 
varieties. That the East apprectate the 
value of the Pekin duck is evidenced by 
the large amount of these ducks that are 
raised and consumed. There its a big 
field in the West for this product and 
very few exclusive duck farmers are 
found west of the Mississippi River. The 
Central West is particularly adapted for 
duck farming and land for this purpose 
can be had at a very nominal cost, with 
good markets so close at hand it will 
be only a short time until more men 
and women in the West will engage in 
this profitable industry. 


PROFIT IN FEATHERS 


Considerable pin-money can be made 
by properly curing goose, duck, turkey 
and even chicken feathers. The princi- 
pal things to remember are never to mix 
the various kinds, always to separate 
various grades from each other and to 
cure each lot thoroughly before offering 
for sale. Quills should be one grade, the 
stiff, smaller feathers another, and the 
cown a third grade, in each kind of 
poultry. The plumage may be stripped 
from the quills of the larger feathers 
and mixed with the smaller ones where 
only home use {s to be made of the 
product, but for the market this should 
not be done, as it lowers the grade. 
Each grade should be put loosely in a 
large paper bag and hung up in the 
kitchen or other warm place for a few 
days. From time to time the bags 
should be allowed to hang for two days: 
thus the process would occupy ten days 
or two weeks. If less time and trouble 
than this is taken, the feathers are 
likely to be inferior in crispness, and 
may become offensive because of insuf- 
ficient curing and consequently decay.

At the Owens ranch, near what is now Wichita 
Falls, she and the twins fell {ll and both of the 
children died. There she gave birth to a daugh- 
ter, who is now Mrs. Carson of Saiida.

Mrs. Sophia Gertrude Stratton, alleged 
widow of Winfield Scott Stratton. 


It was soon after this marriage that she learned 
by chance that Stratton, whom she had believed 
dead for 20 years, was not only alive but wealthy. 
Two miners, eating dinner at her house, were 
discussing mining properties at Cripple Creek, 
and one of them dropped the remark: 

“If I just had one of Scott Stratton's mines I! 
wouldn:t ask for another thing on earth.” 

The landlady, by a strong effort of self-con- 
trol, concealed her agitation and quickly left the 
room, She collapsed upon uer ted in her room, 
while wild surmises swept her mind this way 
and that. Could the rich Scott Stratton be her 
husband arisen from the dead’? If ego, had the 
reticent young cowboy whom she married proved 
a thief who ran away with her money, abandoninz 
her to poverty?

In 1887 tales of fabulous riches to be won in 
Leadville drew Kennedy and his wife to that town, 
where be began working as a miner and pro:s- 
pector, But fortune did not aid him, and his wife 
opened a boarding horse near the American 
Smelting plant and took in washing for the 
miners. Three years later they moved into Lead- 
ville and Mrs. Kennedy conducted a boarding 
house and laundry at 311 West Second avenue, 
Kennedy died there in 1292, and in 18"5 his wid- 
ow took her fourth husband, John Chellew, a 
miner.

She told him of the death of the 
twins and he seemed grieved, But he brightened 
when she told him of the grown daughter he had 
never seen. 

“You and she shall never want as long as you 
live,” he declared, giving her $260 for herself 
and $100 for the girl. He told her that he would 
at once repay the $10,000, which, he admitted, had 
made his success possible. He explained that in 
1876 he caught the mining fever and deceived his 
wife about the money because he did not be- 
lieve she would consent to go with him to the 
Colorado hills. For a long time he failed in his 
mining ventures, and did not dare confess to her. 
As the years passed she was gradually forgotte, 
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‘Wandield Scott Siratton, 
and he married another woman in Cripple Creek. 
His wife told him that, believing him murdered, 
she, too, had remarriocd. 

“Then we are both bisamists!’’ Stratton ex- 
claimed. He persuaded her that if their secret 
were known both of them might be sent to the 
penitentiary.. To reveal it, he asserted, would be 
fatal to her as wel] as to him. In dread of the 
law's penalties, she gave him her promise to keep 
siience, and returned to Cheilew in Leadville. 

By living with Chellew after krowing that 
Stratton was alive she placed herself in Strat- 
ton's power. To her appeals for the repayment 
of the $10,000 he replied that as one living con- 
scilously in bigamy she was at his me'vy. Five 
years passed without his sending her a dollar. 

Then she frightened him by starting on a trip 
to Texas to visit her mother. He met ber in Col- 
orado Springs and told her, with mingled plead- 
ings and menaces, that he believed her purpose 
was to obtain documents proving their marriage 
and start proceedings against him in the courts 
for theft and bigamy. He reminded her thet 
such an action would harm her as much at ft 
would him, and gave her $150. She promised te 
make no trouble and they parted. They never 
met again. 

Stratton died on Sepf. 14, 1902, leavine a for- 
tune valued at from $8,000,0(0 tr $19,007,008 “he 
entire estate, with the excention of $50.00 be- 
euerthed to a son by his second marriavs, was 
left to charities, of which the pronored St atton 
Home for the Poor is one. The memory of this 
man. whom Mrs. Che'lew in her suit brands with 
the crimes of theft and bicamy, is revered in Colo- 
rado as that of a benefactor and philanthronist. 

Still dreading prosecution, she too* no actiop 
at Stratton’s death. Chellew’s death, some years 
later, she considered as relearing her from 
danger. Knowine that she would require wit- 
nesses to the marrtave who coull prove that Scott 
St atton the cowboy and Svott Stratton the multi- 
mill'onaire were one and the same, she set about 
finding them, but because of her poverty and the 
long vears that bad elapsed it was not untii 1911, 
nine years after ©t atton’s death, that she was able 
to find one auch w'tners. Then it wae that ehe 
brought claim azvainst the estate for the $10,000 
she had loaned to Stratton. 

Hee request being icnored, she waited two years 
more before filing suit {mn the courts. While she 
could have demanded the entive fortune for her- 
self and her daughter, she contented. herself with 
asking for only half. declaring that the Stratton 
Home for the Poor was close to the donor's heart 
and that she, as h‘s widow, wished his benevolent 
plan to be carried out.

Her story amazed the entire State of Col- 
orado, as it purported to prove that one of its 
most upright and admirable citizens, one who had 
given princely gifts to the poor and unfortunate, 
hed really for many years cloaked under a double 
life the secret that he was a scamp and a thief, 

After promptly denouncing Mrs, Chellew’s nar- 
rative as a tissue of lies from beginning to end, 
the trustees bestirred themselves to obtain evi- 
dence to refute it, particularly as her petition 
vigorously berates the administrators because 11 
‘ears have passed and the Stratton Home for the 
Pour, which was to have been erected in Colorado 
Springs, has not yet been started. The reply was 
that the estate has been tied up by the 32 su't:

Irving Howbert, a millionaire banker and mine 
operator at Colorado Springs, who began in 1872 
an intimate friendship with Stratton which con- 
tinued until the latter’s death, asserts that to his 
knowledge Stratton wag never in Texas. He was 
inarried but once, according to Howbert, and that 
in 1876 to a woman in Colorado Springs whom 
he divorced three or four years later. 

The trustees will also produce a letter declared 
to have been written by Mrs. Chellew in 1906 to 
the managers of the Portland Gold Mining Co., 
in Coloraco Springs, asking for information con- 
cerning “W. S, Stratton,” who, she was informed, 
was owner of the company. She said that her bus-. 
hand was named William 8. Stratton, and that 
he was know}; usually as “Billy.” 

This date Was 11 years after Mrs. Chellew al- 
leges she met Stratton in Colorado Springs for 
the first time after his departure from Texas, 
and four years after Winfield Scott Stratton died. 
The trustees point out the confusion between the 
name Winfield and William and oes-ert that “Bil-~ 
ly” would not be used as a diminutive for Win- 
field. 

As an offiet to these objections, Mrs, Chellew 
will place her daughter, Mrs. Carson, on the 
stand and attempt to convince the jury thet the 
resemblance between Mrs. Carson and Stratton 
is so identical that it could be accounted for only 
by their relationship as daughter and father. 
“Could you tell them apart?” she asked an in- 
terviewer to whom she showed portraits of the 
wealthy philanthropist and the Salida waitress, 

She declared that both photographs showed the 
same high forehead, the same apacious width be- 
tween the temples, the same eyes peering from 
deep sockets, the same oval curve of the face from 
the brow to the chin, the same thin, closely locked 
lips. All this conflicting evidence promises that 
the legal battle will be a strenuous and fascinating 
one. .

To read much of the assaults on Senator Hanna, 
one would have thought tnat he was a man in- 
capable of patriotism or of far-sighted devotion 
to the country’s good. I was brought into inti- 
mate contact with him only during the two and 
f half years immediately preceding his death. I 
was then President, and perforce watched all his 
actions at close range. 


During that time he showed himself to be a man 
‘of rugged sincerity of purpose, of great courage 
and loyalty, and of unswerving devotion tc the in- 
terests of the nation and the people as he saw 
those interests. He was as sincerely desirous of 
helping laboring men as of helping capitalists. 
His ideals were in many ways not my ideals, and 
there were points where both by temperament and 
by conviction we were far apart. fi 


Before this time he had always been unfriendly 
to me; and I do not think he ever grew to like 
mé, at any rate not until the very end of his life. 
Moreover, I came to the presidency under circum- 
stances which, if he had been a smaller man, 
would inevitably have thrown him into violent 
antagonism to me. : 

He was the close and intimate friend of Presi- 
dent McKinley. He was McKinley’s devoted ally 
and follower, and his tructed adviser, who was in 
complete sympathy with him. Partly because of

this friendship, his position in the Senate and in 


| the country was unique. 


With McKinley's sudden death Senator Hanna 
found himself bereft of his dearest friend, while 
I, who had just come to the presidency, was in his 
view an untried man, whose trustworthineas on 
many public questions was at least doubtful. Or- 
dinarily, as has been shown, not only in our his- 
tory, but in the history of all other countries, 
in countless instances, over and over again, this 
situation would have meant suspicion, ill will, and, 
at the last, open and violent antagonism. 

Such was not the result in this case, primarily 
because Senator Hanna had in him the quality 
‘that enabled him to meet a serious crisis with 
dignity, with power and with disinterested desire 
to- work for the common good.

He kept his word absolutely. He never became 
especially favorable to my nomination; and most 
of his close friends became bitterly opposed to 
me and used every effort to persuade him to try 
to bring about my downfall. Most men in his po- 
sition would have been tempted to try to ma'e 
capital at my expense by antagonizing me and 
discrediting me so as to make my policies fail, 
just for the sake of making them fail. 

Serator Hanna, on the contrary, did everything 
possible to make them succeed. He Fept his word 
in the letter and the spirit, and on every point 
on which he felt conscientiously able to support

me he gave me the heartiest and most effective 


support, and did all in his power to mate my 
administration a success; and this with no hope 
of any reward for himself, of any gratitude from 
me, or of any appreciation by the public at laree, 
but solely because he deemed such action neces- 
sary for the well-being of the country as a 
whole. 

Myeexperience with Senator Quay was similar. 
I had no personal relations with him before I 
was President, and@knew nothing of him save by 
hearsay. Soon after I became President, Sen- 
ator Quay called upon me, told me he had known 
ame very slightly, that he thought most men whu 
claimed to be reformers were hypocrites, but that 


he deemed me sincere, that he thought conditions 


had become such that aggressive courage and hon} 
esty were necessary in order to remedy them, that 
he believed I intended to be a good and éfficient 
President, and that to the best of his ability he 
would support me in. making my administration a 
success, 

He kept his word with absolute’ good faith. He 
had been in the Civil War and was a medal of 
honor man; and I think my having been in the 
Spanish War gave him at the outset a kindly 
feeling t6ward me. He was also a very well read 
man—I owe to him, for instance, my acquaintance 
with the writings of the Finnish novelist Topelius. 
‘Not only did he support me on almost every 
public question in which I was most interested— 
including, I am convinced, every one on which he 
felt he conscientiously could do so—but he also

Quay was descended from a French voyageur 
who had some Indian blood in him. He was piond 
of this Indian bleod, took an esnecial interest in 
Indians, and whenever Indians came to Washing- 
ton they always called on him. Once during my 
administration a delegation of lroquois came over 
from Canada to call ou me at the White House, 
Their visit had in it something that was pathetic 
as well as amusing. 

They represented the descendants of the Six 
Nations, who fled to Canada after Sullivan har- 
ried their towns in the Revolutionary War. Now, 
a century and a quarter later, their people thought 
that they would like to come back into the United 
States; and these representatives had called upon 
me with the dim hope that perhaps I could give 
their tribes land on which they could settle. 

As soon as they reached Washington they asked 
Quay to bring them to call on me, which he did, 
telling me that, of course, their errand was hope- 
less and that he had explained as much to them, 
but that they would like me to extend the courtesy 
of an interview. At the close of the interview, 
which had been cofducted with all the solemni- 
ties of calumet and wampum, the Indians filed 
out. ; 

Quay, before following them, turned to me with 
his usual emotionless face and said, “Good-by, 
Mr. President. This reminds one of, the flight 
of a Tartar tribe, doesn’t it?” I angwered, ‘So 
you’re fond of De Quincey, Senator?” to which 
Quay responded, “Yes; always liked De Quincey: 
good-by.”. And away he went with the tribes- 
men, who seemed to have walked out of a remnote 
past. 

Quay had become particularly concerned about 
the Delawares in the Indian Territory. He felt 
that the Interior Department did not do them 
justice. He also felt that his colleagues of the 
Senate took no interest in them. When in the

spring of 1904 he lay in his house mortally sick, 
he sent me word that he had something important 
to say to me, and would have himself carried 
round to see me. 

I sent back word not to think of doing so, and 
that.on my way back from church next Sunday 
I would stop in and call on him. This I ac- 
cordingly did. He was lying in his bed, death 
written on his face. He thanked me for coming, 
and then explained that, as he was on the point 
of death and ‘new he would never return to 
Washington—it was late spring and he was about 
t»> leave—he wished to see me to get my personal 
promise that, after be died, I would myself look 
after the interests of the Delaware Indians. 

He added that he did not trust the Interior De 
partment—although he knew that I did not share 
his views on this point—and that still less did he 
believe that any of his colleagues in the Senate 
would exert themselves in the interests of the 
Delawares, and that therefote he wished my per- 
sonal assuratice that I would personally see that 
no injustice was done them. 

| told him I would do so, and then added, in 
rather perfiinctory fashion, that he must not take 
such a gloomy view of himself, that when he got 
away for the summer I hoped he, would recover 
and be back all right when Congress opened. A 
gleam came into the old fighter’s' eyes and he 
answered: 

‘No, I am dying, and you know it. I don’t mind 
dying; but I do wish it were possible for me to 
get off into the great north woods and crawl out 
on a rock in the sun and die like a wolf!” 

I never saw him again. When he died I sent a 
telegram of sympathy to his wife, A paper whicn 
constantly preached reform, and which kept up 
its circulation by the no less canstant practice of 
slander, a paper which in theory condemned all 
public men who violated the eighth commandment, 
and in practice subsisted by incessant violation of 
the ninth, assailed me for sending my message to 
the dead man’s wife. 

I knew the editors of this paper and the editor 
who was their predecessor. They had led lives 
of bodily ease and the avoidance of bodily risk, 
they earned their livelihood by the practice of 


mendacity for profit; and they delivered matig- 
nant judgment on a dead man who, whatever iis 
faults, had in his youth freely risked his life for 
a great ideal, and who, when deato was alread; 
clutching uis breast, had spent almost his last 
breath on behalf of humble and friendless pe, ‘13 
whom he nad served with disinterestea loyalty. 

By. the time that | was ending my career 4s 

‘ivil Service Commissioner I was already gruw- 
ing to understand that mere improvement in po- 
litical conditions by itself was not enough. I 
dimly realized that an even greater fight must 
be waged to improve economic conditions, and to 
secure social and ‘industrial justice, justice as 
between individuals and justice as between classes. 

I began to see that political effort was largely 
valuable as it found expression and resulted in 
such social and industrial betterment. I was grad- 
ually puzzling out, or trying to puzzle out, the 
answers to various questions—some as yet unsoly- 
able to any of us, but for the solution of which 
it ig the bounden duty of all of us to work. 

I had grown to realize very keenly that the 
duty of the Government to protect women and 
children must be extended to include the pro- 
tection of all the crushable elements of labor. I 
saw that it was the affair of all our people to 
see that justice obtained between the big corpora- 
tion and its employes and between the big cor- 
poration and its smaller rivals, as well as its 
customers and the general public. 

I saw that it was the affair of all of us, and not 
only of the employer, if dividends went up and 
wages went down; that it was to the interest of 
all of us that a full share of the benefit of im- 
proved machinery should go to the workman who 
used the machinery; and also that it was to the 
interest of all of us that each man, whether 
brain worker or hand worker, should do the best 
work of which he was capable, and that there 
should be some correspondence between the value 
of the work and the value of the reward. 

It is these and many similar questions which 
in their sum make up the great social and indus- 
trial problems of today, the most interesting and 
mportant of the problems with which our public 
life must deal. 

In_handling these problems I believe that much 
ean be done by the Government. Furthermore, I 
believe that, after all that the Government can 
de has been done, there will remain as the most 
vital of all factors the individual character of the 
average man and the average woman. No gov- 
ernmental action can do more than supplement 
the individual action. Moreover, there must be 


collective action of kinds distinct from govern- — 


mental action. A body of public opinion must 
be formed, must ma'e Itself felt, and in the end 
transform, and be transformed by, the gracual 
raising of individual standards of conduct. 

It ig curious to see how difficult it is to make 
some men understand that insistence upon one 
factor does not and must not mean failure fully 
to recognize other factors. The selfish indi- 
vidual needs to be tauztt that we must now 
shackle cunning by law exactly as a few centuries 
back we shackled force by law. Unrestricted in- 
dividualism svells ruin to the individual himself, 
whether by law or custom. 

It is a capital error to fail to recugnize the vital 
need of good laws. It is also a capital error to 
believe that good laws will accomplish anything 


unless the average, man has the right stuff ip 
him. The toiler, the manual laborer, has received 
less than justice, and he must be protected, both 
by law, by custom and by the exercise of his 
right to increase his wage; and yet to decrease

There must ‘be a far greater need of respect } 


and reward for the hand worker than we now 
give him, if our society is to be put on a sound 
basis; and this respect and reward cannot be 
given him unless he is as ambitious to do the best 
possible work as is the highest type of brain 
worker, whether doctor or writer or artist.

these laws, the real and vital need for them.
